3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or In combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction 
with other limitations in the claims an apparatus for converting webpage HTML data into 
reformatted data that is suitable for rendering on a display of a wireless mobile station 
comprising memory that contains downloaded original webpage HTML data received 
from a content provider, an HTML filter, and an HTML translation script downloaded 
from the content provider; and a controller for executing the HTML filter. Furthermore, 
the prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus comprising memory 
that contains a proxy application; and a data processor for executing the proxy 
application such that the proxy application request the webpage HTML data to be 
downloaded from a website prior to receiving a request from a mobile station for the 
webpage.
